Report  of  School  Board 


During  the  last  year  our  town  has  maintained  two 
schools  of  three  terms  each,  averaging  ten  weeks  per  term, 
making  a  total  of  30  weeks  for  each  school. 

Having  visited  the  schools  during  each  term  as  well 
as  at  the  closing  exercises  we  are  sure  that  much  good 
work  has  been  accomplished.  One  new  feature  in  the 
village  school  was  a  daily  lesson  in  music  during  the 
school  year  given  by  the  local  teajher. 

Under  the  direction  of  H.  S.  Morgan,  the  village 
schoolroom  has  been  newly  finished  with  a  hardwood  floor, 
ceiling  overhead,  walls  painted  and  new  seats  and  desks 
added. 

There  were  quite  a  number  of  interested  visitors  at 
the  close  of  the  winter  term  at  the  village,  but  it  was  a 
disappointment  net  to  see  the  parents,  not  one  being  pres- 
ent.
